New York, April 15.—(Special.)—The 
Southern railway has secured control of 
the Louisville and Nashville at a price 
ranging around 120. 

After a day of most intense excitement 
in Wall street, a day on which big deals 
followed quickly on the heels of dealg 
nearly as big. the brokers and operators 
of the financlal district are resting easier 
in the knowledge that the real settlement 
of the Louisville and Naghville fight is at 
hand; that the control of the roads in 
the hands of J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
that neither the Belmont interests that 
have owned the road for years, nor the 
Gates contingent that has just come into 
it, will dominate the road in the future. 

As your correspondent here has pointed 
out from time to time control rests and 
has rested with the Morgan interests, 
and the Louisville and Nashville will 
hereafter be operated in conjunction with 
its former great rival, the Southern rail- 
way. 

As The Constitution Forecasted. 

As I anticipated, definite announcement 
was made by John W. Gates today, 
through his firm of Harris, Gates & Co., 
that all his holdings and contracts for 
short stocks have been turned over to J. 
P. Morgan & Co. to adjust as the latter 
firm pleases. This is a direct result of 
conferences held yesterday and last night, 
at which George W. Perkins, of the Mor- 
gan firm; Francis Lyride Stetson, at- 
torney for Mr. Morgan; Talbot J. Taylor, 
a Morgan broker, and Samuel Spencer, 
president of the Southern railway, were 
present. This state of affairs gives a 
definite insight to the progress of his con- 
test against the Belmont interest for 
the control of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville 

August Belmon? at noon today hurried 
between his office and that of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., where there was a continua- 
tion of last evening’s conference. At this . 
conference today there were also present 
Samue] Spencer, of the Southern rail- 
way; George W. Perkins and William 
Pierson Hamilton, Mr. Morgan's part- 
ners, and Talbot J. Taylor, of the stock 
exchange firm of T. J. Taylor & Co. At 
this time it was openly noised about the 
street that the Southern had acquired 
the bone of contention in all but name. 


Stirring Times on ’Change. 

Meanwhile on the stock exchange there 
had been a stirring activity not only 
around TLbulsville and Nashville but 
around Southern railway. At about 9:45 
Southern raijway shares came out on 
the tape fn enormous lots at a gradual 
advance in price. Yards of sales cante 
out on the ticker tape. Louisville and 
Nashville had opened at 130 1-2 to 131 1-2 
compared with 128, vesterday’s closing, 
then sold off several points. Southern 
common opened at 3% 5-8 against 34 1-2 
vesterday, was very quiet for a few 
minutes and then came out in large 
blocks of 1,000 to 9.000 each. 


Further strings of Southern common 
continued to come out as the price ran 
upward to 37 7-8. and the preferred 
which closed at 9%, also advanced with 
greater activity than for a long time, 
reaching 98 1-2 in about half an hour. 

One of the remarkable features of the 
dealing in these shares, the total sales 
during the first hour being 350,000 shares, 
the record for sales of any one 
stock, was the absence of excitement. 
Yesterday’s tangle had been unraveled. 
By noon nearly 500,000 shares of South- 
ern common had changed hands and af- 
ter the issuance of John W. Gates’ 
statement the price rose to 40 1-4. By 2 
o'clock about 700,000 shares had changed 
hands, the price sagging to 38 12 To 
those about the various brokers’ offices 
the only inference to be drawn was that 
in the settlement of Louisville situa- 
tion the Southern railway was a salient 
factor. 

The great activity shown in the South- 
ern stock was said to be brought about 
because August Belmont and his as- 
sociates in the management of the Louis- 
ville road started the day by bending 
all their energies and all of their re- 
eources to control, if possible. the South- 
ern railway and thus indirectly to win 
back the contro] of the Louisville, which 
they allowed to pass through their faux 
pas in going short of their stock in an- 
ticipation of the new treasury issue, 

Buyers of Southern. 

The purchasing of stock, however, does 
not warrant this, for the Rothschilds, of 
Europe, bought 400,000 shares of Southern 
railway, Morgan & Co. on their account 
bought 100,000, John W. Gates bought 
200,000, Edwin Hawley bought 100,000 
shares for the Union Pacific. The Roths- 
childs purchase is generaily admitted to 
be for J. P. Morgan, now in Europt, and 
we are back again to the manipulations 
of the Morgan interests. 

The real reason for the Mcigan buying 
was an endeavor to strengthen the hold 
on the Southern territory, a ghort resume 
of southern railway standing will estab- 
lish this.

Over 800,000 Shares of the System’s Stock Traded 
in, Thus Breaking All Records-=-No Explanation 
Offered for Sudden Activity. 


EW YORK, April 15.—Wall street 
N passed through one of its most 

exciting and s¢nsiitional pe- 
riods today. The Louisville and 
Nashville situation, which had hung 
menacingly over the district for 
a week or more, was cleared by the un- 
disputed statement that John W. Gates 
and his assectates had wrested control 
of the property from the Belmont party 
and were in absolute possession. Ac- 
companying this statement, which had 
been discounted the day before, was one 
that the Gates faction had selected J. 
P. Morgan & Company to settle the 
differences between the contending in- 
terests. 

While these events were happening a 
movement without paralle!] in the his- 
tory of the stock exchange was on in 
Southern railway. Trading in Southern 
railway common set in on a tremendous 
scale and at one time interest centered 
almost entirely in that stock. 

It became evident before the opening 
of the market that a settlement would 
be reached. At the office of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Company a series of conferences 
began before 10 o'clock. Those present 
during the morning were George W. 
Perkins and William Pierson Hamilton, 


representing the. Morgan interests: An. 
gust Belmont, Samuel Spencer, presfdent 
of the Southern railway; Edwin Hawley, 
president of the Iowa Central and Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis roads; John W. 
Gates, Talbot J. Taylor, head of the 
brokerage firm of that name, and son- 
in-law of James R. Keene, and Francis 
Lynde Stetson, one of Mr. Morgan’s at- 
torneys.

Statement Made by Gates.

South Carlin Conia Lav ls

Columbia, S. C., April 15.—The lockout 
of cotton mill operatives in all South Car- 
olina mills in Horse Creek valley as a 
means of breaking the strike in the King 
mill of Augusta is causing great interest 
from the legal standpoint. 

Governor McSweeney hag been appealed 
to to interfere and now State Solicitor 
William Ed Thurmond, of this circuit, is 
about to institute action against the mill 
presidents. under the law against combi- 
nations and conspiracy. Solicitor Thur- 
mond said tonight: 

‘The lockout was.not due to acts that 
are the outgrowth of relations. between 
mills and operatives. On the contrary, the 
operatives are performing their part of 
the contract with the mills well and sat- 
isfactorily. 

“The mills are trying to coerce their 
operatives to coerce the operatives of 
the King mill to return to work 
at former wages, and for. this pur- 
pose have. combined and conspired 
against the opsratives of their own mills 
to injure them in ordar to. benefit the 
John P. King mill. The milis can be en- 
joined from a continuance of the lockout. 

“The employers are also liable on the 
criminal side of the court for criminal 
conspiracy. They have induced these p¢co- 
ple to go there to work at a certain price; 
the people are doing their duty, ‘but in 
order to crush others, the helpless thou- 
sands are thrown out of work.”’

New York, April 15.—Attorney General 
Davies, of this state, came here from 
Albany todlay to conduct an investigation 
into the charges which have appeared in 
print of late that a combination of the big 
beef packers of the country have forces 
up the price of meats. OOf his investiga- 
tion Mr. Davies said: 

“IT do not know whethre or not you here 
in New York fully appreciate the extent 
of the criticism which has been leveled 
at the beef packers. In my own county, 
Oneida, there ha sbeen actual suffering 
on account of the exceptionally high r@tes 
charged by the westerners. , 

“Refore I left Albany I talked over the 
meat situation with the governor. I 
found him much interested in the sub- 
ject and very much against any high- 
handed proceedings on the part of any 
combination. 

“As far as my investigations have gone 
it looks very much as if the packers had 
exceeded’ their legal powers. if, when I 
examine these meat men before a referee, 
I find that thy are guilty of ovrstepping 
thir rights, 1 shall proceed against them 
on the ground of restraint of trade and 
of carrying on a business injurious to 
public policy. It is criminal for a body 
of men to creat a monopoly on a commod- 
ity that is essential to the maintenance of 
life. If any criminality is found the 
proper authorities shall be instructed to 
bring proceedings against them.’”’

The tragedy evidently came last night, 
for the Kohens and their visitor had 
not been seen all day.

Auer and Cabinet Decide 


To Probe Conduct of Army 
in Hhilippines 


COURTMARTIAL ORDERED 
FOR GEN, JACOB SMITH 


Root Also Orders Other Officers Ac- 
cused of Torturing Natives To 
Be Prosecuted — Roosevelt 
May Send Commission 
to Philippines.

Washington, April 15.—(Special.)—It is 
understood that President Roosevelt has 
decided to send a commission to investl- 
gate conditions in the Philippine islands. 

The recent testimony before the senate 
committee relative to the ‘‘water cure” 
and other methods alleged to have been 
employed by officers of the army, and the 
comment of the country upon these dis- 
closures, have prompted the movement 
for an investigation. Men close to the 
president have pointed out that, in view 
of the general idea that there has been 
a suppression of the facts, there was 
great danger of the democrats being able 
to make use of the necessity for investl- 
gation as a campaign isspe in the con- 
gressional elections. 

There was some discussion of this sub- 
ject at the cabinet meeting today, but 
while no definite action was taken, the 
understanding at the oapito!l among pef- 
sons particularly close to the administra- 
tion is that some steps toward an inves- 
tigation will be taken at an early date. 

This tip is accompanied by the sugges- 
tion that the method calcubated to come 
nearer satisfying the country as to the 
fairness of the investigation wlll be the 
appointment of a non-partisan commis- 
sion of civilians of the same high char- 
acter as comprised the war investigation 
commission, which passed upon the 
charges growing out of the conduct of 
the war in Cuba. 

Since the revelations of the Gardener 
report, it is a fact that the democratic 
managers hve believed one of their 
strongest cards for the campaign this 
year would be a demand for a thorough 
investigation into the Philippine situation, 
it being claimed that this could only be 
secured through the medium of a demo- 
cratk house. 

Root Asks for Evidence. 

As a result of the consideration by the 
cabinet today of the charges of cruel 
treatment of Filipinos by United States 
soldiers, Secretary Root has made public 
the following correspondence: 

“War Department, Washington, April

seated for purely partisan reasons. Such 
things’ are now unknown, because the 
senate cannot go back of the action of 
the legislatures. Tne legislatures being 
judge of the qualification of their mem- 
bership, the senate, in passing upon 
claims of senators, cannot question the 
legality of the legislatures. If the elec- 
tion were by the people, the senate would, 
of course, have the power to pass upon 
the merits of the elections, and there would 
be republican senators from the south 
seated upon just as flimsy clhaims ‘as 
some cf tha republican representatives 
have been seated.

FOES TO THE MEASURE 
ARE ROILED BY TURNER 


He Intimates That Much of Oppo- 
sition on Republican Side Is 
Due to Influence of Corpo- — 
rations Spooner An- — 
grily Retorts. 


Washington, April 15.—The debate on 
the Chinese exclusion bill was practi- 
cally. concluded ‘today in the senate and 
voting on the bill and amendments will 


al consent a vote was taken today on 
two amendments, offered by Mr. Fair- 
banks, of Indiana, striking out the defi- 
ition as to Chinese students and teach- 
ers, and they were agreed to without 
division. These changes were made with 
a view to reconciliating some of the op- 
position to the measure which has been 
directed against the rigid restrictions on 
students and teachers, and the unneces- 
sary convenience this would impose on 
the educated Chinese classes coming to 
this country. 

The debate today was participated in 
by Senators Heitfeld of Idaho, Penrose 
of Pennsylvania, and Tuiner of Washing- 
ton, in favor of the bill, and Senators 
Pritchard of North Carolina, and Spooner 
cf Wisconsin in opposition. Mr. Turner 
made the agsertion that politics had crept 
into the discussion and that most of 
the members of the majority were op- 
posed to the bill. This brought out a 
sharp rejoinder from Mr. Spooner, who 
maintained that politics had not figured 
in the discussion, and that the opposi- 
tion to the present bill was due entirely 
to its conflict with the treaty and not 
because of any opposition to Chinese 
exclusion which was an established doc- 
trine of the government. 

Mr. Pritchard opposed the bill mainly 
on account of the injury it would case 
the south in reducing the cotton exports 
to China. 

Mr. Mallory of Florida expressed sur- 
prise at the amendment proposing to 
strike out the seamen’s clause so-called. 
He said that this was one of the most 
salutary features and sh-uld be retained. 

Exclusion and Trade. 

Mr. Penrose maintained that our com- 
mercial expansion in the Pacific would 
in no way be retarded by the exclusion 
of: a non-assimilative people like the 
Chinés. Ou commerce had steadily in- 
creased during the period of exclusion 
Pand in 1897 when the regulations were 
most rigid, it was double the amount 
of’ the period preceding exclusion. 

Mr. Turne. of -Washington, answering 
the contentions of Mr. Foraker, declared 
there was nothing in the bill inconsistent 
‘with our treety. The bill had no poli- 
tics in it when it came from the com- 
mittee, Mr. Turn2r said, but since then 
sentiment had been crystallizing on the 
republican side of the chamber -until the 
meagsime hardly had a friend on that 
side stave among the members of the 
committee. Politics: had crept if the 
senator declared, imspite of the effort to 
keep it out. The powerful corporations 
had been heard from; ‘‘the business in- 
teresis’’ had been. heard from. The great 
transcontinental railroads and the steam- 
Ship companies were opposed to exclu- 
sion and in his judgment their opposi- 
tion had taken the form of the proposed 
substitute for an extension of the pres- 
ent law. The substitute was an an- 
nouncement to China and to the laboring 
people of this country that no exclusion 
would be udertaken without the consent 
of China. 

Mr. Turner closed with an expression 
of. amazement at the hysterical tenden- 
cies suddenly shown for China and com- 
pared this with the bloody work of China 
two years ago when the United States 
minister was a prisoner at Pexin. 

Spooner Doesn’t Like Bill. 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin expressed 
dissatisfaction with the pending bill and 
elso with the substitute. He was as- 
tonished to hear from the Washington 
senator (Mr. Turner) an imputation of 
unworthy motives on the paft of the 
senators on the republican side of the 
chamber. 

Mr. Turner disclaimed any purpose to 
impute unworthy motives to senators, 

Mr. Spooner declared that the time 
would never come when our people would 
admit the Chinese, no matter what steam- 
ship company or what railroad company 
desired it. But, Mr. Spooner said, he 
believed in keeping treaty obligations 
end either there should be _ exclusion 
consistent with our. treaty, or else, if 
necessity required, there should be an 
abrogation of that treaty. 

As Mr. Spooner proceeded he had fre- 
quent sharp. parliamentary exchanges 
with Mr. Patterson of Colorado and Mr. 
Mitchell of Oregcn on incidental features 
of the bill. 

Responding to Mr. Spooner, Mr. Platt 
said that while he did not consider it 
necessary to do so, he would accept 
the suggestion and insert in his substi- 
tute a specific provision continuing in 
effect the Scott act of 1888. He also 
agreed to a suggestion made by Mr. 
Lodge extending the provisions. of the 
substitute to the insular possessions of 
the United States and to Chinese coming 
to the mainland of the United States 
from those insular possessions. 

Turner Makes Complaint. 

Mr. Turner complained that inasmuch 
as Mr. Spooner has made frequent ref- 
erence to him, the “brushing aside’ of 
himself had been discourteous. Mr. Platt 
replied that such had not been his in- 
tention and it was arranged that the 
senate should advance fer another hour 
the time of convening tomorrow in order 
to give Mr. Turner an opportunity to 
be heard. thus making the time of meet- 
ing tomorrow 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Pettus then sought to have the 
senate adjourn, but Mr. Penrose attempt- 
ed to secure an executive session in or- 
der to have the senate act on the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Wynne as first assistant 
postmaster general.

RECIPROCITY HIS THEME 


Presiden: Search to National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers. 


DECLINE IN EXPORTS NOTED. 


Search Urges Manufacturers Not To 
Neglect Foreign Customers. 
Ship Subsidy Bill. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 15.—The sev- 
enth annual convention of the National 
Association of Manufacturers was called 
to order today in the hall of representa- 
tives, state house, by D. M. Parry, of In- 
dianapolis. 

In his annual report—the sixth he has 
presented—President Theodore C. Search, 
of Philadelphia, called attention to the 
declining exports of American manufac- 
tured products, and urged manufacturers 
not to neglect their foreign customers in 
this era of extraordinary home demand, 
lest in times of depression they should 
find their foreign trade destroyed and no 
export outlets for the surplus of an over- 
stocked home market. 

Reciprocity a Chief Topic. 

Reciprocity formed one of the chief top- 
ices of the report and the work of the 
nationa? reciprocity convention, which 
was heli in Washington last November 
under the auspices of the association, 
was reviewed at length. Mr. Search 
maintained that the Washington conven- 
tion was thoroughly representative of the 
manufacturing interests of the coutttry and 
its action indicative of the true senti- 
ments of the: manufacturers concerning 
reciprocity. Assuming the doubtful 
chances of any action on the pending 
treaties of reciprocity with France and 
Argentina,» he declared that further de- 
yelopment of the reciprocal trade idea 
dependex] upon the possibilities of special 
legislation like that for which the pro- 
posed concession to Cuba affords a prece- 
dent. 

Mr. Search said: 

“Our tneatment of the Cuban problem 
furnishes the precedent for the new de- 
‘parture in reciprocity, but while we rec- 


ognize certain obvious advantages in this 


plan we must not close our eyes to the 
dangers that lie in such ta course. We 
must recognize that such a method of pro- 
cedure practically invites a continuous 
tinkering of the tariff, the possibilities of 
which we can view only with distrust and 
alarm.” 
Ship Bounty Bill. 

The principle of direct government aid 
to the merchant marine, as embodied in 
in the pending ship subsidy bill, was com- 
mended to the association as in perfect 
accord with the declarations of previous 
annual conventions. 

Concerning isthmian canal projects, Mr. 
Search todk the position that the people 
really cared but little whether the Pana- 
ma or the Nicaragua route should be 
chosen, so long as some decisive action 
should be taken by congress which would 
advance the matter to the point of actual 
undertaking of the construction of an in- 
teroceanic waterway. 

Attention of the association was direct- 
ed to the pending eight-hour bill and the 
“anti-injunction bill,’’ both of which Mr. 
Search said very gravely concerned the 
interests of the manufacturers of the 
country, and should not be permitted to 
become laws without having been most 
carefully considered in their bearing upon 
manufacturing initerests. 

Politicians and Reciprocity. 

The discussion of President Search’s ad- 
dress was ‘taken up at the afternoon ses- 
sion. George J. Sdabury, of New York 
city, said he did not believe there should 
be any politics in the question of recl- 
procity. He was opposed to either the 
president or congress having the unlim- 
ited power to make reciprocity treaties, 
but he believed the question should be 


_given over to a committee, say Of dU, 


of the commercial men of the country. 

Charles E. Carpenter, of Philadelphia, 
thought the making of reciprocity treaties 
should be placed in the hands of the 
chief executive of the nation. 

Charles A. Schieren, ex-mayor of Brook- 
lyn, replied to Mr. Sewbury’s remarks on 
politicians. He said: 

“Do not make the mistake that repre- 
sentatives in congress do not understand 
anything. Asa rule they are able men, and 
thank God they are. We now see a great 
muddle over the Cultam reciprocity treaty, 
and do you think that it woukd be settled 
sooner if it lay with the executive alone? 
It would not.”’ 

Many members urged the establishment 
of a department of commerce.

Washington, April 15.—At the cloge of 
the Cuban reciprocity debate in the 
house today the leaders announced that

Meyer, of Louisiana, and Sutherland, of 
Utah, against it. 

Mr. Swanson argued that the bill was 
in line with .the democratic policy of 
tariff reform. That statement made 
him a target for the questions of some 
of his democratic colleagues who differ- 
ed with him and he had sharp clashes 
with Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, Mr. 
Wheeler, of Kentucky, and Mr. Cooper, 
of Texas. 

Mr. Tawney, of Minnesota, asked Mr. 
Swanson whether the proposed legisla- 
tion would not force Cuba to enact our 
immigration laws. 

In reply Mr. Swanson declared that 
the question showed the inconsistency 
of the opponents of the bill. who, on one 
hand, claimed that this bill would dra- 
goon poor,: distressed Cuba into accept- 
ing something she did not want, and, 
on the other hand, insisted that Cuba 
was prosperous and did not need the 
contemplated relief. ; 

Mr. Swanson argued that with 20 per 
cent preferential duties in our favor we 
should be able to monopolize the Cuban 
markets. He declared that the Ameri- 
can people would tolerate no person or 
no party which asserted that we owed 
nothing to Cuba, and that our trade re- 
lations with her should be no closer 
than those ‘of other countries... Persan- 
ally, he said, he would ‘hail the day 
when Cuba became a part of the United 
States. 

“Have you begun 
for free trade with 
publican majority?”

Commons Adopt Resolution Provid- 
ing for Loan of $160,000,000. 


PRICE OF FLOUR ADVANCED. 


As Result of the Proposal To Impose

Tondon, April 15.—The resolution in the 
house of commons providing for a loan of 
£32.000,000 was adopted today by 229 to 103 
votes. The loan will be raised by an issue 
of 23-4 per cent cOnsols. :

Gigantic Trading in Southern. 

The operations in Southern railway 
shares continued on an enormous scale. 
The day was extraordinary almost from 
the outset. The conimon stock advanced 
35-8 and the preferred 31-2 points. Blocks 
of 5,000 and 10,000 shares were common 
and there was one ‘string’ of 30,000 
shares and another of 37,000 while’ trading 
was at its height. Much of the early buy- 
ing was attributed to Morgan influence,

In the first half hour fully 200,000 shares 
of Southern railway common changed 
hands. By the end of the first hour trans- 
actions in this stock alone reached a total 
of over 350,000 shares. By noon consider- 
ably more than half a million shares had 
changed hands. 

Dealings fell after that to some extent, 
but the records for the number of shares 
of a single stock sold in one hour, in two 
hours and in one day’s trading were all 
shattered as a result of Southern rail- 
way’s performance today. The total sales 
for the day reached a total of -864,500 
shares. The total outstanding stock of 
the company is 1,200,000 shares. 

On April 24, 1901, there were 662,800 
shares of Union Pacific sold on the New 
York stock exchange during the struggls 
between the Morgan and Harriman in- 
terests, which culminated in the May 
panic.

There were complaints that no order for 
less than a thousand shares could be ex- 
ecuted. The stock sold after the opening 
at 341-2, compared with 341-4 last night.

The casket 
rested immediatéety in front of the pulpit, 
and over it was a massive bed of violets. 
The floral offerings were numerous, most- 
ly of lilies of the valley and white roses, 
including a wreath sent from the white 
house by President and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

After the family had entered the male 
quartet sang ‘‘Lead, Kindly Light,” a fa- 
vorite hymn of Dr. Talmage, and during 
the services sang ‘‘Beyond the Smiling 
and the Weeping,” and “It Is Well with 
My Soul.”’ Dr. Hamlin, in his address, 
pictured Dr. Talmage as one of the great 
clergymen of the century.

AS LIFE SAVER 
JELKS IS FIRM 


He Declares No More Con- 
victs Shall Work in the. 
Coalburg Prison. 


MAY CANCEL THE CONTRACT 
BECAUSE OF MANY DEATHS 


Sloss Steel and Iron Company Officers 
Appear Before Convict Bureau 
To Show Cause Why Such 
Action Should Not 
Be Taken. 


Montgomery, Alea., April 15.—(Special.)— 
President Carmichael, of the copvict bu- 
reau, yesterday gave notice to the Sloss 
Steel and Iron Company that it was pro- 
posed to cancel its contract for convicts 
and that a hearing would be given on the 
proposition today. Accordingly President 
Hopkins, of that company; John P. Till- 
man, its attorney, and the company 'su- 
perintendents came down this morning 
and went before the convict board to 
show cause why the contract shguld not 
be annulled. 

* This situation is the result of the death 
rate at the Coalburg prison, and the gen- 
eral prevalence of sickness among the 
convicts. There are about five hundred 
convicts there and more die than among 
all the other seventeen hundred. 
Change Has Been Demanded. 

The bureau has been after the company 
to change the mine amd says there has 
been a plentiful response in promises, 
but the prisoners are still there. The 
company is opening a new mine in Walker 
county at a place called Flat Top, but it 
seems that it will not be ready forthe 
convicts before Atgust. In the mean-* 
while, Judge Carmichael says he cafhnot 
conscientiously g@llow any further delay 
that might cost the life of a single human 
being. 

Affairs with the company were brought 
to a crisis by a personal visit of Gov- 
ernor Jelks to the mines on Sunday. He 
pardoned eight of the sick men outright, 
and after consulting with the board the 
order was given to vacate the contract 
unless the company could show cause for 
further delay. 

The Sloss company proposed to the 
convict board that it would at once re- 
move al] feeble men at Coalburg to the 
new mines at Flaf Top, half the re- 
mainder on August 1 and the balance on 
September 1. Dr. Bragg, of the convict 
board, will go up and investigate and on 
his report action will be taken. 

The governor in the meanwhile says 
that no convicts shall be worked any 
more on a thin seam of coal like the one 
at Coalburg. He has full and arbitrary 
power t@ cancel any contract and need 
not assign any cause.

There were numerous property owners 
from other sections of the city present 
at the meeting, but the only expression 
in favor of extendjng the corporate lim- 
its came from a resident of Reynolds- 
town. 

In view of the generally expressed sen- 
timent of disa&proval, the commission 
will make a recommendation that no 
change be made. 

Another meeting of the gubcommittee 
will take place this morning, when the 
subject of ward lines will bé discussed.

Raleigh Yesterday. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 15.—(Special.)— 
The negro state mass meeting here today 
was very slimly attended. H. E. Hagen, 
presided, and Rey. R. H. W. Leak, was 
chief in control. The following special 
resolution was adopted after a lively de- 
bate: ‘ 

“Resolved, That we condemn the course 
of Senator. Pritchard in using his influ- 
ence to turn out nearly all negro federal 
office holders in North Carolina.” 

The meeting issued an address to the 
negroes which attacks the franchise 
amendment, urges the negroes to pay poll 
tax on the ground that poll taxes go to 
public schools; attacks the jimcrow car 
law; urges negroes to remain in North 
Carolina to wait and work, save earnings 
and be prepared to buy homes; recom- 
mends that all should attempt at every 
election to vote for somebody, even if ne- 
gro candidates have to be nominated; but 
urges negroes to never again vote for 
men who will desert them in hotly con- 
tested political battles, and drop them 
when they are disfranchised. 

It says negroes must never be unmind- 
ful of the aggressive fight for universal 
education made against great odds under 
the leadership of the governor, state su- 
perintendent and other broad-gauged pub- 
lic and private citizens.

Macon, Ga., April 
democratic executive commit 
twenty-second senatorial district, 
posed of the counties of Bibb, Monroe and 
Pike, met at the court house in this city 
today and decided to have the senatorial 
primary on June 5. At this time the 
democratic voters of the three counties 
will decide what gentleman from Monroe 
county shall be the democratic nominee. 
According to the rotation system it is 
Monroe county’s time to have the sena- 
tor. 

RB. F. Holder, Jr., chairman of the com- 
mittee, presided. The following were 
present: 

Bibb county, T. J. Carling and S. A. 
Crump: Pike county, Sidney R. Green 
and Roland Pllis, proxy for W..A. Strick- 
land: Monroe county, J. B. Williamson, 
proxy for C. D. Grant, and J. P. Carson, 
proxy for S. D. Mobley. 

Judge J. B. Williamson announced that 
it was his opinion that the manner of 
nominating a democratic candidate for 
state senator from this district should be 
changed, and thaitt instead of the demo- 
eratic voters of the three counties voting 
en the candidate, in this case only the 
voters of Monroe county should vote for 
the candidates, in view of the fact that 
under the rotation system it was the time 
of Monroe county to furnish the senator. 

Hon. S. A. Crump, member of the com- 
mittee from Bibb copnty, stated that he 
was opposed to the plan of alMowing the 
voters of Monroe county alone to vote for 
the candidate for senator in the primary. 
as the custom in the past had been con- 
trary to this method, and in view of the 
further fact that he thought the voters of 
the district, all of whom the. senator 
would represent, should be allowed to 
vote for the candidate. 

T. J. Carling approved what had been 
said by Mr. Crump and offered a resolu- 
tion, as a substitute for the resolution 
offered by Judge Williamson, opposing 
any change. 

Warm Discussion Is Had. 

Comsiderable discussion Lollowed the in- 
troduction of the resolutions offered by 
Mr. Carling. Mr. Williamson and Mr. 
Carson, of Monroe county, thought that 
Monroe county should be allowed to vote 
for the candidates for senator without 
any interference from Bibb or Pike coun- 
ties, and they took the position that to 
allow the other counties to vote for the 
candidates practically did away with the 
rotation system. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Ellis, of Bibb. 
who held the proxy of Mr. Strickland, of 
Pike, the following paragraph from the 
resolutions of the senatorial convention 
assembled at Barnesville on June 7, 1900, 
was read: 

‘‘Resolved, 6. That in any primary elec- 
tion for state senattor hereafter held in 
this district the white democrats residing 
in the three counties composing this dis- 
trict shall be entitled to vote for the can- 
didates for senator under such rules and 
regulati@ns as may be provided by the 
senatorial executive committee and the 
candidate receiving the highest number 
of votes cast in the entire district shall 
be declared the nominee for senator of 
this district.’’ 

The chairman ruled that the executive 
committee had no right to make any 
changes in the manner of voting for. the 
candidates for senator in this district-laid 
out by the senatorial convention which 
created the executive committee. This 
ruling put an end to the discussion of 
this proposition. 

Hen. W. A. Worsham, of Monroe, is 
the only announced candidate for senator 
and the probabilities are he will have no 
opposition. He has represented Monroe 
in the house twice and was an able and 
faithful legislator.

ALL ON BOARD. 


President Egan Cites Akcident as 
Reason Against Building Pro- 
posed Seaboard Bridge. 


Savannah. Ga., April 15.—(Special.)— 
The City of Birmingham, Captain Berge, 
one of the vessels of the Ocean Steamship 
Company, bound for Savannah from New 
York. ran into and sank a dredge owned 
by the P. Sandford Ross*Co. at 4 o’ clock 
this morning. ‘The accident occurred 
some fifteen miles down the river, off 
the quarantine station. A_ strong ebb 
tide caused the ship to sheer from her 
course. and she ran into the dredge, 
dragging the plates on her starboard bow 
and sinking the dredge. 

A boat was lowered from the City of 
Birmingham and this boat made its way 
to the dredge. The eight men aboard 
had been aroused and they got into the 
boat just before the dredge sank. They 
were taken to the dredging scow hard 
by. where all save the inspector were 
left. 

President John M. Egan, of the Ocean 
Steamship Company, said that it was 
difficult to assign any faul® for the acci- 
dent® The dredge was anchored in the 
stream and Mr. Egan pointed to the 
occurrence as a practical demonstration 
of the danger that would follow from the 
erection of a bridge across thé river 
upon pliers.

- Some interesting information is 
given out by The Chicago Inter Ocean, 
showing that the government of the 
United States cannot be accused of 
ingratitude toward the old soldiers 
who fought for the union during the 
troublesome days of the sixties. 
Besides the enormous sum of $140,- 
000,000 which the government dis- 
burses annually in pen«x:ons, not less 
than $3,000,000 is spent each year for 
the maintenance of the national homes 
for disabled volunteers, while $406,000 
goes each year to the national home 
for disabled regulars. 
of the old soldiers have passed away 
since the bugles sang truce, there are 
still 27,000 inmates in the volunteer 
homes and 1,225 inmates in the home 
for the regulars, and some time will 
yet elapse before the old guard is re- 
duced to the last survivor. At the 
close of the war there were 272,583 
soldiers on the list of the wounded. 
But in addition to this number there 
were thousands of others who went 
home carrying with them infirmities 
of body which made it necessary for 
the government to provide for them 
by pensions and in other ways, making 
the burden of expense on the score of 
providing for the old soldiers mount 
far up into the millions; and this bur- 
den the country has been carrying for 
years, notwithstanding the fact that 
countless frauds have been perpetrat- 
ed upon the government by unscrup- 
ulous parties who were entitled to no 
consideration at the hands of the gov- 
ernment whatever. Today there are 
more than 800,000 names on the fed- 
eral pension rolls, where there are not 
less than 500,000 applicants in addi- 
tion who are clamoring for pensions. 
Upon the shoulders of the south the 
burdeh of expense involved in the care 
of the old soldiers has rested with pe- 
culiarly heavy weight, because in addi- 
tion to meeting her share of the ex- 
pense involved in taking care of the 
men who fought for the union, she has 
also voluntarily and cheerfully as- 
sumed the burden of taking care of 
her own veterans, and no one can 
gay that she has been neglectful of 
the men who wore the gray. At times 
she has felt like crying out against 
the abuses of the federal pension sys- 
tem, but remembering that the conse- 
quences of the war entaiied upon her 
the necessity of bearing her part of 
the burden she has kept her own coun- 
sels, preferring that the cry of pro- 
test should come from some other sec- 
tion, and at last it seems that wer pa- 
tience is about to be rewarded. 
Certainly the charge of ingratitude 
eannot be brought against the govern 
ment for undertaking to weed out the 
abuses of the pension system, when 
the figures will show that the bounty 
of the gov -rnment ever since the close 
of the war has been freely lavished 
upon the old soldiers.

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LET THE STATE BUILD ITS RAILROAD TO THE OCEAN! 
The whole people of Georgia are virtually interested in the railway 


situation in the southeastern states. 


Georgia owns the state road, reach- 


ing from Atlanta to Chattan.oga. The purposes which induced her to 
build it and retain its ownership have been splendidly indicated from the 


hour that it was completed. 
earning property. 


It is yet a highly valuable and

Recent events, however, in the raflway world of the south are tend- 
ing to jeopardize the ultimate value and efficiency of the state road. 
Giant combinations of céinpeting lines are being formed and it seems 
probable that shortly one controling syndicate will own and perhaps op- 
erate all the lines upon which depend the transportation facilities and 
commercial prosperity of the people of Georgia. The owners of the sys- 
tems thus merging are looking to what they believe the highest inter- 
ests of their properties. They could not be expected to consider the in- 
terests of the state’s property as paramount to their own. 

Because the railway owners and managers are combining and con- 
centrating their interests, the people of Georgia should be awake also 
to their interests and prepare in ample season to protect their rights 
and property. Although the stite road is under lease for some seventeen 
years tocome, and during’that period will probably be operated in harmo- 
nious combination with the gigantic system now forming, yet the income 
of the state from it will be unaffected. Tothat extend the interests of the 


state are in no jeopardy. 


But let us assume that the lease would expire on the 1st of January 
next and then consider the position of the state road—a position sure to 


confront us in due time.

The Central of Georgia Railway Company owns its line from Savan- 
nah to Chattanooga, and the. Central itself is, in turn, owned by those 


who control the Southern. 


The Southern Railway Company owns its 


line from Atlanta to Chattanooga and thence east, north and west. 
The Louisville and Nashville Railway Company owns its line now from 


Atlanta, via Knoxville, to Cincinnati and Louisville, 


besides controlling 


the company that is lessee of the state road. Probabilities point to the 
early control of all those three lines by the same railway syndicate. 
Therefore, should the lease of the state road expire with the present 
year none of those lines, nor the syndicate, would have any strong in- 
ducement to buy the state road, except to get rid of competition by it. 
But that competition is already discounted and forestalled by the fact 


that the state road is bottled up at both ends. 


In Chattanooga it can 


connect with no lines save those already mentioned and in Atlanta it can 
make no traffic agreement with any valuable connection not already un- 
der their control and in close cooperation with them. 

Cancel the lease of the state road today and tomorrow it would be- 
come but a shuttlecock line between Atlanta and Chattanooga, de- 
pending wholly upon local travel and freights, and scarcely able to earn 
its cost of operation and maintenance. 

The vital question with the people of Georgia is whether they can 
afford to sleep over this condition of affairs and wake up a few years 
hence to find that their property, now earning over 4 per cent per an- 
num on a valuation of $10,000,000 and wcrth easily half as much again 
as the entire public debt of the state, is practically valueless as an asset 
andimpotent asaninstrument toprotectand forward any interest of the 


state? 


What can be done to avoid that result?

At Chattanooga, long before the 


present lease expires, it would find slack water navigation through the 
Tennessee river to the Mississippi and Missouri rivers, thereby reaching 


into the great west and its supplies of freight. 


At Savannah, or what- 


ever other port might be chosen as its ocean terminal, it would be able 
to form steamship connections to all the ports of the world. 


If the railway combines refused to serve Georgia with

“ISTATE OFFICIALS DISCUSS 
PROSPECTS OF STATE ROAD 


Not Believed Property of the People Will Suffer as 
the Result of Railroad Combinations--State 
Political Gossip. 


~ TATE officials and_others who gather 
at the capitol have been interested in 
the last few days in discussing the status 
of the Western and Atlantic road, the 
state’s property, in the event the Louis- 
ville and Nashville should combine with 
and become practically a part of the 
Southern railway system. 

There is a conflict of opinion as to just 
what effect all these changes tn the rall- 
road map of the south might have upon 
the state road. Some think the preser- 
vation of the value of the state’s prop- 
erty is Assured for all time, whatever 
else may happen in the railroad world, 
while others seem inclined to the opinion 
that the railroad monopoly would not hes- 
itate to squeeze out a little line like the 
Western and Atlantic, no matter if the 
state does own it, should it be necessary 
to its purposes to do so. 

“I can see very well where the rail- 
roads are in position practically now to 
make the state roa@ valueless, should 
they see fit to do so,” remarked a prom- 
inent state offlicial in discussing the mat- 
ter. “The completion of the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern to Atlanta would 
settle the question, if there ig any doubt 
about it. But the question is, Will the 
railroads use their power to destroy the 
value of the state’s property even if they 
have the opportunity to do so? 

“Certainly there would be no reason for 
making any such attempt until near the 
time for the expiration of the leabe, and 
that is now about eighteen years off. 
And it fs my opinion that no attempt will 
be made to do it at that time. The 
people of Georgia are long suffering and 
slow to wrath, but if their anger were 
once aroused there is no telling what the 
consequences would be. The railroads 
have received many valuable franchises 
from the state in the past and they are 
looking for others in the future. Not 
Only that, but they are extremely timor- 
ous of adverse legislatign, 
believe they would go to the extent of 
antagonizing the people in a manner that 
would certainly arouse them against the 
roads. 

“The general policy thas been against 
selling the state road, and I do not be- 
lieve it will be sold during the present 
lease: but when the time comes it is 
my opinion that the state will either lease 
her property as advantageously as now, 
or that it will be sold at a fair market 
value—a price more than sufficient to pay 
the bonded debt of the state.”’ 

There are some opinions that differ from 
the foregoing. 

A well known railroad man speaking of 
the matter sald: ‘. 

“It looks to me as if the railroads will 
have the Western and Atlantic bottled up 
on both sides. They are getting into a 
position where the Southern on one side 
and the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
owned by the Louisville and Nashville on 
the other. will handle all the through bus- 
iness from the northwest, and they can 
make a purely local line out of the state 
road. I do ‘not know that they will do 
this now, but tifé danger is there. If 
I were a capitalist looking for an invest- 
ment, I would not give $2,000,000 for the 
state’s property under the circumstances 
which face jt.’’

BOARD WANTS 
NOINTERFERENCE 


Police Commissioners Disapprove 
of the key Ordinances, 


Caustic Remarks by Chairman Eng- 
lish — Commissioner Jones and 
Brotherton Have a Spat. 
Election of Policemen 
To Be Held Tonight. 


The police board last night unanimously 
disapproved the Key ordinances call- 
ing for changes in the police department. 
Councilman Key has two ordinances now 
before council asking for a charter amend- 
ment to elect the chief of police by the 
council; to pay the men a graded salary, 
to place the members of the force on for 
life under civij service, and to have the 
chief of police nominate all the men elect- 
ed on the force. 

The mayor smiled when he heard the 
ordinance read and he remarked that it 
was “rather indelicate, to say the least of 
it, to ask the police board to consider a 
measure curtailing its prerogative.” 

The ordinances had been sent to the po- 
Hce commissioners for their consideration 
and they considered them by jumping on 
them in a very emphatic and unanimous 
style. 

Commissioners Jones and _ Brotherton 
had a warm spat over the election of ex- 
Policeman J. L. Wootten on the force. 

In @ speech about the Wootten case 
Commissioner English made some caustic 
remarks in regard to the interference on 
the part of members of the city council. 

No Citizen Police. 

The ordinance by council to have citizen 
police was disapproved of and a resolu- 
tion adopted asking the council to repeal 
the law. The board will meet egain to- 

night to elect fifteen new policemen. 

ii following resignations came from 
well-known members of the force, and the 
resignations were accepted ‘‘with -e- 
grets:”’ T. B. Bayne, C. F. Goree, T. C, 
. Wilkie, W. H. Cook, C. E. Fogg. 

Chief Ball asked to expend $18 for a po- 
fice gymnasium and indoor ball room, and 
the request was granted. 

The chief recommended that patrolmen 
be given seven days and the officers ten 
and fifteen days vacation during the sum- 
mer. The board decided that the patrol- 
men ought to have as much rest as the 
Officers and allowed seven days vacation 
for all members of the force. 


A Warm Colloquy. 

Under the head of elections Commis- 
sioner. Day read a petition signed by all 
the members of the council requesting the 
reinstatement of ex»Patrolman Wootten. 

Commissioner Brotherton moved that 
Wootten be reinstated. 

Commissioner Jones stated that there 
Were no vacancies on the regular force. 

“I say let him take his place at the bot- 
tom of the supernum@gry list,”’ said Com- 
missioner Jones. : 

“You vote as you please,” 
Commissioner Brotherton. 

“I'll do that without any suggestion 
from you,” retorted Commissioner Jones. 

“Then do it.’’ said Commissioner 
Brotherton. 

“IT am not talking to you now,” said 
Commissioner Jones warmly, ‘“‘and I do 
not want you to interrupt me any more.” 

“Oh, go on,” exclaimed Commissioner 
Brotherton. “I don’t care anything about 
what you say.” 

“You shall not interrupt me,’’ said Com- 
missioner Jones. 

The chairman rapped for order and the 
debate ceased. 

Commissioner Fox moved to put Woot- 
ten on the bottom of the supernumary 
list. The mayor said he would vote to 
put Wootten on as a supernumary. 

The vote stood for Wootten as a super- 
numary: Brotherton, Johnson, Day, Fox 
and Mayor Mims. Against Wootten: Eng- 
lish and Jones. 

A Hit at the Council. 

Before voting Commissioner English re- 
marked that the fact that the members of 
the city council sent in a petition for 
Wootten couldn’t influence his vote, as he 
believed better men than Wootten could 
be secured. 

“Nearly all of our trouble in disciplining 
this force,’’ said Commissioner English. 
“grows out of the acts of the city coun- 
cil. Interference from the council is re- 
sponsible for a great deal of trouble we 
have with the men.”’ 

Applications for positions as citizen po- 
licemen were read. Commissioner Jones 
said he wanted to say publicly that the 
ordinance should be repealed, as there was 
Gganger of getting deadbeats and black- 
matiers on the force, and it was a slam 
at the city and the police department to 
have it sent out abroad that citizens had 
been called in to help police the town. 

A resolution was adopted requesting the 
repeal of the ordinance creating citizen 
policemen. 

Key Ordinances Taken Up. 

The ordinances of Councilman Key eall- 
ing for an amendment to tle charter to 
have the chief of police elected by the 
counci] and to make other changes in the 
police department were discussed at some 
length. 

“I move,’ said Commissioner Jones, 
“that we disapprove the ordinances of the 
Hon. Jimmy Key.”’ 

The mayor suggested that the matter be 
carefully considered. 

It was finally decided to “respectfully 
¢eturn the papers to the council commit: 
tees with the recommendation that they 
do not pass.” 

The mayor was excused from voting. 

The Constitution was requested to pub- 
Msh an invitation to all applicants for po- 
sitfons on the police force to meet the 
board at the police barracks tonight at 8 
o'clock.

DECLARES ERROR 
COST HIM MONEY 


Telegraph Company Sued Because of 
Alleged Mistake in Message. 


BROOKE GOT 2,500 BUSHELS 


He Thought, However, That He Was 
Entitled to Ten Times That 
Amount of Corn and Made 
Contracts Accord- 
ingly, He Says. 


Asserting that ‘the lost considerably 
more than $1,000 on account of the alleged 
error on the part of an operator in trans- 
mitting an important message, George 
W. Brooke, through his attorneys, Smith, 
Hammond. & Smith, yesterday filed suit 
in the city court against the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. : 

It is set forth that on July 6, 1901, Mr 
Brooke sent a posta] to Spellman & Spit- 
ley, grain dealers at Lincoln, Ills., con- 
taining a written bid of 431-2 cents per 
bushel for corn and requesting the mer- 
chants to wire their aceptance of his bid. 
Several days hater, he says, the grain 
dealers received his postal and accepted 
his bid for 2,500 bushels of corn at the 
price he offered. 

It is charged that. when*the operator of 
the telegraph company sent the tele- 
gram of acceptance he made a mistake 
and instead of saying that the bid had 
been approved for 2,500 bushels, made it 
read ‘25,000 bushels.’’ Mr. Brooke says he 
proceeded to dispose of 25,000 bushels and 
secured customers for all of the grain, 
when he received information from 
Messrs. Svellman & Spitley which caused 
an investigation, with the result, so he 
declares, that the alleged error was dis- 
covered. : 

He asserts that in order to make good 
his contracts with customers it was 
necessary to purchase 22,000 bushels of 
corn at an advance of 71-2 cents per 
bushel over the price he secured from 
the Lincoln, Ills., firm and he thinks the 
telegraph company should pay him the 
amount he says he would have made on 
the original transaction had not the 
mistake occurred. This profit, he says, 
would have been $1,687.50. He also asks the 
court to award him attorney fees amount- 
ing to $250. 


No Release for McFarland. 

A lengthy hearing was had yesterday 
afternoon on the petition for release from 
the county public works which Japheth 
McFarland, colored, filed in the superior 
court several days ago. The case was 
that of McFarland against Captain 8S. J. 
Donaldson, the county superintendent of 
public works, and the constitutionality of 
the eriminal court of Atlanta was the 
issue in question. McFarland was repre- 
sented by Judge Robert L. Rodgers, while 
the superintendent of the county public 
works was represented by Solicitor Eu- 
gene R. Black. After hearing all the evi- 
dence Judge Lumpkin, before whom the 
hearing was had, denied the petition and 
issued an order remanding McFarland 
back to the works. Judge Rodgers stated 
he might appeal the case to the supreme 
court, 


Awarded Divorce and Son. 

In the superfor court yesterday Ed K. 
Smith was granted a divorce from his 
wife, Mrs. Emile Zola Smith, and was 
awarded the custody of their One child, a 
boy. They were married June 5, 1895, and, 
so the husband charged, Mrs. Smith de- 
serted him. He asserted that she refused 
to attend to the household duties, made 
large bills at the clothiers and ran him in 
debt. He was represented by Attorney 
Clyde Brooks. 


Charter for Big Concern. 

A charter was granted yesterday in the 
superior court to the Georgia Lumber an4 
Development Company. The enterprise is 
to be capitalized at $5,000,000 with au- 
thority to double this amount should the 
stockholders so decide. The incorporators, 
who are represented by Attorney Charles

‘Hardware Combine Takes in 
Beck & Gregg Company, 


King Hardware Company and Dink- 
ins & Davidson Both Have Repre- 
sentatives in New York 
Working on the Deal. 

Both May Enter.

The consolidation of, large hardware 
jobbing interesis of the country, which 
has been in process of formation for-sev- 

achea a definite 
eral months past, has reac 
stage and is now assured. Among the 
concerns committed to the consolidation 
is the Beck & Gregg Hardware Company, 
of Atlanta, and the probabilities are that 
the King Hardware Company and Din- 
kins & Davidson will also enter. 

L. H. Beck, of the firm of Beck & 
Gregg, yesterday made the announcement 
to the effect that his firm is committed. 
Representatives of the other two con- 
cerns mentioned are at present in New 
York in conference with the leaders of 
the movement, but it is not yet known 
whether they are committed. 

The only other Géorgia firm mentioned 
in connection with .the combine is the 
Palmer Hardware Company, of Savan- 
nah. It is learned’ that all of , the Bir- 
mingham concerns and the Gray & Dud- 
ley Hardware Company, of Nashville, are 
committed. The names of the following 
additional southern firms are mentioned: 
H. G. Lipscomb & Co., A. M. Tenison & 
Son, and Keith, Simmons & Co., of Nash- 
ville; Stauffer, Eshelman & Co., of New 
Orleans; Moore & Handley Hardware 
Company, May & Thomas Hardware 
Company, Milner & Ketting Company, 
and Mayberry Hardware Company, of 
Birmingham. 

The formal organization of the com- 
bine has not yet been perfected, but this 
will probably be done in a short time. A 
slate of officers has been formed and 
these will undoubtedly be elected. 
They are E. C. Simmons, of St. Louis, 
president; John Bindley, of Pittsburg, 
vice president, and W. D. Simmons, 
chairman executive committee. A board 
of directors, representing all sections of 
the country, will also be elected. 

The scope of the combine is immense, 
It is composed of some of the principal 
concerns in all of the leading trade cen- 
ters from Boston to San Francisco, and 
from the great lakes to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. It will be incorporated under the 
laws of New Jersey, and will have a cap- 
ital of $120,000,000. This is to be divided 
into $40,000,000 preferred and $80,000,300 com- 
mon stock. 

L. H. Beck Talks. 

L. H. Beck, when questioned abdut the 
deal yesterday afternoon, said:. . 

“The consolidation of some of the prin- 
cipal firms in many of the large trade 
centers is a fact. It is not a trust, how- 
éver, and such an iglea is erroneous. The 
object of the organization is merely to 
improve the business of those firms en- 
tered, and it will mean a big thing for 
the cities represented. 

“The consolidation does not contem- 
plate an increase in prices o? hardware, 
but on the contrary it will have a ten- 
dency to lower them. Each concern will 
have behind it sufficient capital to permit 
of a more complete stock and better 
stores in every respect, in this way work- 
ing general improvement. Unlike a trust, 
instead of reducing the number of em- 
ployees, the consolidation will retain ev- 
ery good man and will likely mean an 
increase in the force. As the’ business im- 
proves additional good men will be nec- 
essary. 

‘**Prices- will not be affected, as there is 
enough competition to regulate these. My 
firm is committed to the project, because 
we believe such a move will benefit our 
business and give us better opportunf- 
ties.’’ 

When asked if the consolidation would 
regulate and apportion the territory of 
the various firms, Mr. Beck said: 

“This may be done at some future date, 
but certainly not at present. Under pres- 
ent conditions some houses are cutting 
through each other in working different 
territories, and some of them are doing 
business where they make no money and 
have no right to be. It may be that some 
steps will be taken to remedy this mat- 
ter.”’ 

Mr. Beck states that the probable name 
of the combine will be “The National 
Hardware and Metal Company,” but that 
each firm will retain its individual name, 
He says that the general headquarters 
will be located in St. Louis, while the 
eastern headquarters will be in Naw 
York.

HAMMOND CASE 
TO BE TRIED AGAIN 


Jury Could Net Agree and a Mistrial 
Was Declared. 


f 
COMES UP AT JUNE SESSION 


Hammond Was Charged with the 
Murder of Officer DeBray—All 
the Other Negroes Were 
Ordered Held Pending 
the New Trial. 


After being out a day and night the 
jury in the case of Tom Hammond, the 
negro charged with the murder of Of- 
ficer E, H. DeBray, came into court 
yesterday afternoon and announced that 
it was hopelessly tied up. Upon this 
statement from Foreman Richard Har- 
ris and other members of the jury, 
Judge Candler declared a mistrial tt 
4 o'clock. The case will be tried again 
at the next session of the criminal divi- 
sion of the Fulton superior court the 
third week in June. 

It is understood that the jury stood 6 
fcr acquittal, 6 for manslaughter and 1 
for murder. Monday evening, it is said. 
two of the jurors were for finding ‘the 
negro gullty of murder, but one of these 
changed his mind. In charging the jury 
Judge Candler directed that a verdict of 
not guilty be returned as to Oscar Ham- 
mond, who was. tried with his brother 
Tom, and when the mistrial vy.as declared 
Attorney Kilpatrick, who represented the 
Hammonds, asked that Oscar be released. 

Solicitor General C. D. Hill requested 
the court to hold Oscar and Ike Ham- 
mond and Jim Erwin until the June ses- 
sion, and a verbal order to that effect 
was issued Foreman Harris said ‘he 
jury understood that the two cases were 
to be considered conjoinily and Judge 
Candler held that, as no verdict has béen 
rendered in Tom Hammond’s case, there- 
fore the case as it affected Oscar Ham- 
mond was held in abeyance. 

The state, it is understood, will make 
a determined effort to have one of the 
witnesses, who is in Canada, present 
when the cage is tried again. This wit- 
ress, a@ woman, has, up to this time, 
positively declined to appear in court. 
It is said she was a. passenger on the 
car which passed the scene of tae shoot- 
ing in West End and was an eye wit- 
ness to the killing of Officer DeBray. 

Many Cases Disposed Of. 

Bertha Robinson, colored, charged with 
assault to murder, pleaded guilty to stao- 
bing, and was sent to-the public works 
for a year, Peter Bibbs, colored, was 
declared not guilty of‘forgery, and Adol- 
phus Bailey was also found not guilty 
of burglary. Anderson Blake was found 
not guilty of breaking into a car, while 
Kate Clemmons, colored, was found guil- 
ty of burglary, with a recommendation, 
and was sentenced to twelve months on 
the public works. 

Alex Edmonds was declared guilty of 
fcrgery and was sent to the penitenti- 
ary for three vears. Ben Watsen was sent 
to the public works fcr a year, having 
been found guilty of larceny after trusi, 
with a recommendation. Three years in 
the penitentiary wes the s2ntence im- 
posed upon Frank Worthy who was 
found guilty of burglary. Dan Colquitt, 
charged -with burglary, was acquitted. 
W. J. Warren, a white man, charged 
with larceny from the: house, Was dis- 
charged upon his own recognizance, the 
state’s chief witness being in Alabama. 

During the afternoon a mistrial was de- 
clared in the case of Wilkes Render, a 
negro, charged with assault with intent 
to murder. The jury was out the greater 
part of the afternocn. Tine foreman an- 
rounced that no agreement was in sight 
as one of the jurors had made up his 
mind and could not be budged from ais 
resition. 

Will Cato, colcred, received the heav- 
fest sentence imposed during the day. 
He was found guilty of the charge of 
attempted criminal assault and was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for ten years. 
Cato’s attorney announced that he in- 
tended making a motion for a new trial. 

V. C. Burrett, the young white man 
charged with bigamy, was allowed to 
plead guilty 2s for a misdemeanor, and 
was ordered to pay a fine of $500. togeth- 
er with all costs and expenses of bringing 
him into court, amcunting to about $150, 
and was sentenced to three months in the 
tower. The disposition of the case ap- 
peared to be perfectly satisfactory to 
the prosecution and it is said Burnett 
will have no difficulty in paving the fine. 
He agserted, it is said, that he committ2d 
bigamy while under the influence of 
intoxicants.

MURPHY & CO. NOTIFIED BY THE 
UNITED STATES INTERNAL REV- 
ENUE DEPARTMENT TO PAY TH# 
SPECIAL BUCKET SHOP TAX; 
FAILING IN WHICH THE USUAL 
PENALTIES WILL BE INFLICTED. 


The New Orleans Trade Index is start- 
ing a campaign to rid New Orleans of 
bucket shops and is adopting drastic 
measures in order to protect the legi‘i- 
mate exchanges of the country and to 
maintain the dignity of legitimate trade 
in cotton. They throw het shot into 
Murphy & Co., and among otner things, 
say in their late issue: 

“The United States government is a 
bit slow at times; but lUncle Sam is a 
hard proposition to go up against, and 
he s2ldom fails to accomplish a set pur- 
pose. So, when the old gentleman made 
up hi: mind that keeping a “Bucket 
Shop’’ was not exactly in line with the 
tusinees of trading legitimately—under 
the guidance and protection of regularly 
incorporated commercial exchanges’ in 
contracts for the future delivery of such 
orticles of commerce as coiton, grain 
and provisio:s, he proceeded to estab- 
 € ium the proprietors 

-f such establishments and gave instr’i- 
tions to his agents to see that they were 
designated is ‘Brokers Class 2’ in the 
records of his several] Internal Revenue 
offices. Of course it is not agreeable to 
be placed in such a position. No one 
could possibly object to being termed 
a broker, for the calling of a broker 
is high and honcrable. But there is 
something unpleasant about the ‘Class 
QQ." Why? Because the designation car- 
ries with % a definition—‘kceper of a 
bucket shop.’ It is unnecessary to go 
into details as to what constitutes a 
bucket shop, for the trade of the coun- 
try is only too familiar with the term, 
and what it stands for.

MAHALEY CASE COMES NEXT. 


Whiskey Dealer from North Carolina 
Asks Damages from the 
Government. 

When the United States circuit court 
opens this morning, Judge Newman pre- 
siding, the case of D. H. Mahaley, of 
Salisbury, N. C., against Paul B. Tram- 
mel], collector of internal revenue, will 


be called. 

Mahaley, the complainant, a resident 
of Salisbury, N. C., sues for $1,188.76, the 
alleged value of liquors seized by Collec- 
tor Trammell. 

The papers, drawn by Colonel Shep 
Bryan, of Atlanta, representing Mahniley, 
assert that on February 15, 1897, Collector 
Trammell seized twenty-two packages of 
corn whisky. Ten of the packages, the 
papers declare, were then under shipment 
to Ehrlich & Bros., Savannah, each 
properly marked, stamped and branded, 
the taxes required by law having been 
paid. Twelve packages were under ship- 
ment to S. V. Duke, Gainesville, Fla., 
when it was seized, but before the pack- 
ages reached the consignees they were 
seized without just cause or warrant. 

The government denies that the whisky 
was illegally seized, but says the seizure, 
when made, was authorized by the inter- 
nal revenue laws. Among the reasons, 
the attorneys assert that the casks con- 
taining the corn whisky had been refilled 
after the whisky originally filling them 
had been consumed. A conspiracy among 
the North Carolira distillers to systemat- 
ically defraud the government igs alleged. 

Witness2s have been brought from 
North Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Al- 
abama. 

Those conversant with the case declare 
that the evidence will at points take a de- 
cidedly sensational turn.

Washington, April 15.—The weather »bureau’s 
nara summary of crop conditions is as fol- 

Ws: 

Although tre temperature since March | 

averaged above the normal over the north- 
érn portion of the country ast of the Rocky 
inountains, the season is reported as backward 
in these districts, except in New England and 
New York, where it.is from one to two weeks 
earlier than the average. The season also is 
backward in the southern states. Frosts oc- 
curred as far south as the northern rtions 
of the east gulf states and the interi of the 
Carolinas, causing nce serious damage, 

Corn planting is nearing completion in the 
west gulf states, and has made favorable 
progress in the south Atlantic and east gulf 
districts and Tennessee. "h's work is general 
in Kansas and Missouri, and preparations in 
Iowa ave unusually well advanced. East of 
the Mississippi ro corn has een planted nerth- 
ward of Tennessee excepting a little in south- 
ern Virginia. In Texas and Louisiana much 
of the crop is up to finesstands and cultivation 
has begun. 

While the growth of winter wheat has been 
slow, a very general improvement is reported 
from the principal winter wheat states, al- 
though the crop has deteriorated slightly in 
central and northern Illinois. It is suffering 
for rain in northe-n Missouri. Though some- 
what improved in Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Virginia, the condition of the crop in these 
states continues much below the average. 

Cotton planting is well advanced to the 
westward of the Mississippi and the early 
planted is coming up to satisfactory stands in 
Texas. Eastward of the Mississippi planting, 
although late, is well under way over the 
southern portions of Alabama, Georgia and 
South Carolina. But litde planting has as 
yet been Ccne in Mississippi. 

Except in North W%rolina. tobaccy plants are 
generally plentiful and healthy, although small. 

The fruit outlook, except for peaches in 
some districts, is promising. Frosts have 
caused injury to peaches in Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Carolinas, 


O’’Dell & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York. April !5.—Cotton futures in the 
local market opened easy in tone today with 
first prices at a decline of 4 to 5 points. 
However, subsequently prices crept elowly up- 
ward on covering by loca) shorts and what ap- 
peared to be Wall street support of May and 
July optiong. However. the trade continued 
suspiciously light, and the bull interest were 
inclined to proceed cautiously and on the bet- 
ter levels there was more or less long cotton 
in evidence. Commission interests were almost 
bare of ordere and the talent was rather siow 
to make new ventures. An estimate of 4.000 
to 4,800 bales for Houston receipts tomorrow 
brought out a liberal line of selling, and the 
market declined, but later regained its loss. 
New Orleans quotations refiected less stability, 
and this also served to put a damper on bull 
encouragement in the local market at times. 
The advices from the spot markets were gen- 
erally etrong, and mills reports and dry guvvdas 
were all satisfactory. Still the bulls were 
rather timid through and through and up to 
the last were disposed to go very siowly. 
Crop reports continued very conflicting, and 
conservative interests w@re disposed to ignore 
many of the previous dispatches from tne 
eoutn. The port receipts were moderate, the 
weekly estimates regarding the arnount to oe 
brought into sight being allowed to remain 
undisturbed. However, the bears were in- 
clined to cover and the late market showed 
much satisfactory tendencies, especially in 
view of tne weekly government weather re- 
port. which stated that cotton planting ts well 
advanced to the eastward of the Mississipp1, 
being well under way in southern Georgia,

however, the crop ie very late, very little 
planting having been done to date.

New York, April 15.—Liverpool was very 
digappointing today, while tne receipts at 
Houston were heavier than anticipated.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 15.—The dimensions of the 
trading in Southern ‘railway stecks today 
eclipsed any ever before seen on the New 
York stock exchange. The total number of 
shares of common stock outstanding is _-!,200.- 
000. The dealings recorded in the stock tc@ay 
Were to the number of 864,500 shares. On 
April 24, 1901, Union Pacific was dealt in 
to the extent of 662,800 shares during the 
struggl@ between Morgan and Harriman in- 
terests in the transcontinental field. The figure 
was far in excess of any previous day's deal- 
ings in a single stock until today.. The tre- 
mendous volume of these dealingé dwarfed the 
rest of the market, and yet there were @ num- 
ber of other stocks in which the dealings were 
on a scale only seen during periods of great 
speculative activity. The opening .in ‘ South- 
ern railway was quiet enough and the open- 
ing bulge in Louisville and Nashville to near- 
ly 4 points over last night awakened some 
momentary ecepticism of the overnight reports 
of a eettlement of the dispute for control of 
Loulsvite and Nashville, but the parties in 
interest were already in consultation when the 
stock market opened, and there was a scurry- 
ing of brokers from the neighborhood of the 
consultation reoms. Immediately buying orders 
appeared in Southern railway for seemingly 
unlimited amounts of etock. The movement in 
the stock did not become wild at any time, in 
eplte of the extreme advance of 6% points [to 
40',. The reactionary tendewscy of Lomville 
was also a convincing demonstration that the 
struggle for that stock had terminated, and 
the scramble to get out by the smalier opela- 
tors who had followed the deal, carried it 
down by successive stages to 152%. The last 
price, however, jeft it at 127, a net loss of 
only | point. Southern railway suffered at 
the last from the profit-taking on the part 
of the professional] element, which bought the 
stock recklessly, but’ were apparently not dis- 
posed to remain in it over nigut in face af the 
many possible contingencies still open in the 
Situation. The reaction carried Southern rail- 
way back to 37% and it closed only ke high- 
er at a net gain of 3%. The preferred stock 
gained 3%. The extent of the public informa- 
tion when the stock market closed was con- 
tained in the formal statement by the Gates 
element that they had bought control of Leuis- 
ville and that they proposed to lea@e the set- 
tlement of the dispute to J. P,. Morgan % 
Co. as arbiters. This was accepted as conclus- 
ive evidence that Southern railway would be 
benefited by the settlement. The heavy buy- 
ing of that stock was by brokers usually em- 
ployed by the ingide interests. But the volume 
of the dealings was sufficient indication that 
everybody who could get orders executed shar- 
ed in the buying. The movement in Ilinois 
Centra] and in Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville were directly in sympathy with that 
in Southern railway. It is supposed @hat Illi- 
nois Central will be allowed to share in the 
benefit of the Louisville absorption and that 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville will possi- 
bly form a connecting link to Chicago. The 
very large buying of St. Paul was supposed 
fo be due to a renewal of the campaign for 
a rise by the element which bought Louis- 
ville. There was some strength in the other 
grangers and Pacifics and in Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Ohio. Amalgamated Copper ad- 
vanced at one time over | point but did not 
hold it. There were notable advances in the 
specialties here and there, International Power 
rising nearly 12 points. But there were also 
points of weakness and outside of the congest- 
ed centers of activity there was not a notable 
demand for stocks. "Phere was some stiffen- 
ing of the money rate agai, but the contin- 
ued calmness of the money market through 
the day relieved the apprehension that was felt 
lest the enormous specu.a..on should develop 
a stringency. The easiness of the exchange 
market indicated that borrowing in foreign 
markets was being freely resorted to. General 
considerations received little attention.
